Reports from Ponce. 



Ponce, Porto Eioo, November 27, 1899. 

Sir : I have the honor to transmit herewith the weekly quarantine 
and abstract of bills of health reports for the week ended November 25 : 

The general health of Ponce continues fair. As I have reported, 
there is a considerable increase in diseases of the gastro-intestinal type. 
This is mainly confined to the poorer classes and may be attributed to 
the bad hygienic conditions following the storm of August 8. The 
infectious diseases show no increase, with the exception that a few mild 
cases of smallpox are occurring in one of the outlying barrios of the 
city (San Patricio), in which vaccination has not been well done. This 
barrio is five or six miles from the city and more from the port, and 
there is almost no communication between them. The health authori- 
ties of Ponce will assume charge of this outbreak at once. 

Surgeon Glennan informed me several days ago that, on his recom- 
mendation to headquarters at San Juan, orders had been issued for the 
construction of a disinfecting room for this port to replace the one 
destroyed in the storm. I have seen and talked with the architect, and 
if the room is built according to the plans it will be a great relief to 
this station. Work is to be begun at once. The room is to be placed 
on the Government dock. I hope to be able to report its completion 
within the next three or four weeks.
